to any one who is acquainted with thoſe Prin- 
ciples of Natural Philoſophy, on which Dr.

* Vice and Immorality,” with much more 
of the ſame Cant. How you'll reconcile this 
/ your Conceſſion, with what this charitable Di- 
vine and profound Caſuiſt ſays; I can't deter- 
mine; but leave it to your ſglves to com- 
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poſe Matters as well as you can: Perhaps he'il 
oblige you, by way of Penance, either to keep 
Company a while with the Inoculators, and 
not permit you to mingle with thoſe of the 
Faculty, who only (in his Opinion) deſerve 
Honour,“ as the Devil among the Sons of God; 
to uſe his own Words; or deal with you, as 
the Papiſts did by Eraſmus, viz. hang you up 
in Effigie, between Heaven and Hell. 

Page the 67th. You allow, That the 
* learn'd Dr. Friend is now ready toown, that 
da true regular Small-Pox may be convey'd 
* by Inoculation;” or Words to that Purpoſe. 

*'This indeed (ſay you) upon the whole, 
is the only Conviction which we have 
* hitherto had, in regard of this Opera- 
tion, that ſometimes at leaſt it may give the 
genuine ſort.” If this be the only Convi- 
&ion of this kind you have hitherto had, I 
hope you'll take care, in your next Edition, 
ſo far to conſult your own Reputation,” and 
avoid the Imputation of contradicting your- 
ſelf, (which I remember you more than once 
charge the Inoculators with, as no very com- 
mendable Practice) as to order theſe following 
Paſſages to be omitted, e. Page the 1oth. 
* Whatſoever may be the real Cauſes of the 
* Small-Pox, tis plain, that by this Method 
Infection is convey'd and propagated.“ Page 
the 17th. © By the Account Dr. Nettleton 
* gives, as alſo by the beſt Obſervations upon 
L thoſe who have been inoculated in this 
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« City, ſcarcely a fourth part of them have 
had a true and genuine Small-Pox.” How- 
ever you confeſs, that ſome have had the Ge- 
nuine ſort, tho not quite a fourth part of 
Threeſcore, or Eighty, which, I fancy, will 
amount to more than a ſingle Inſtance. 

Page the 19th. © But it this purulent Mat- 

©. ter has a power to infect, and to give the 
«© Small-Pox, as ſometimes it does.“ 
7 And again, Page the 23d. © If the hun- 
* dredth part of a Grain of ſuch active Parti- 
cles js ſufficient to give a diſtinct Small- 
** Pox, and often to a great degree.” 

At length, drawing towards a Concluſion, 
to ſum up all, and give the finiſhing Stroke, 
2. Page the 6gth, you ſay, © I have laid 
* the Facts before you, Gc. they carry their 
* own Weight with them,” (but ſuch as is more 
than counterbalanc'd by others of a contrary 
Nature, which we are Eye-witneſles of too) 
* and ſpeak for themſelves ;” but neitherin the 
Manner or Senſe, you woud fain impoſe on 
em; and conſequently not ſo much to your 
Purpoſe, as you deſign they ſhou d. 

And now, Sir, (that I may draw towards a 
Concluſion too) in caſe you think I have ta- 
ken a greater Liberty of Expreſſion, than 
perhaps you conceive is decent; I deſire 
youll pleaſe, for once, to lay your hand up- 
on your Heart, and ſeriouſly conſider, whe- 
ther you have not treated ſeyeral of your Bre- 
thren in a much more uncivil, nay, barbarous 
| Manner, 
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Manner, more becoming a Circaſſian, than an 
Inhabitant of one of the politeſt Nations in 
the World; and that too without the Excuſe 
of even a Provocation from, I dare ſay, any of 
them; but had you thought fit to have of- 
fer d your Reaſons modeſtly and clearly, with- 
out endeavouring, by refined Subtilties, to 
draw well-meaning, but unthinking People 
into your precarious Sentiments ; doubtleſs, 
they wou'd have had their Weight with 
all cool and conſidering Men. 5 
However, the Promoters of Inoculation 
have the Comfort to know, they are not the 
only People who have been ill treated and 
abus d, for endeavouring to take off the Impu- 
tation of Uncertainty from, by introducing 
experimental Philoſophy into, their Profeſſion; 
but that the always ingenious and learned, 
and at length celebrated Dr. Harvey, when 
he firſt diſcover'd the Circulation of the Blood, 
met with much the ſame Uſage from too 
many of his Brethren, who ſeem d to be in- 
ſpir'd to ſuch a degree with the Spirit of En- 
vy, as to have been .incapacitated to expreſs 
themſelves in any other Language, than that 
of Malice: And alſo that the ſame Fate at- 
tended the very induſtrious, and never to be 
mention'd without Reſpect, Dr. Sydenham, 
when he firſt recommended the cold Regimen 
in the Small-Pox, &c. tho' in proceſs of 
Time, ſome became ſo far convinced of that 
Error, as to run into the other Extreme, equal- 
D 2 ly 
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ly pernicious, notwithſtanding his Caution to 
the contrary; and thereby verify'd the old 
Saying, dum citant, &c. And what Diffi- 
culties the learned Sir John Floyer, and Dr. 
Daynard, &c. met with, when they firſt re- 
ceivd that ancient and uſeful Practice of 
cold Immerſion, we are no ſtrangers to. 

| Now for the Inoculators to expect better 
Treatment, wou'd be as Abſurd, as to ſup- 
poſe Humane Nature daily improving, and 
conſequently that Men wou'd now at length 
begin to lay aſide Prejudice and Paſſion, and 
have greater regard to the common Good, 
than to their private Intereſts. And with 
theſe Obſervations, I'll put an end to this 
Letter, wherein I have, to uſe your own 
Words, gig. Page 66. Given my Sentiments 
© freely, and I confeſs, in an unaccurate dreſs, ” 
and cou d I have had the ſatisfaction of being 
convinc'd, that your opinion in this Affair, had 
been always * Grounded on the beſt Reaſon, 
* flowing from repeated Obſervations, and 
* the, moſt diſtinguiſh'd Judgment; no one 
wou'd more readily have acquieſced in your 
Sentiments, and thought himſelf obliged to 
fubſcribe himſelf your humble Servant, than

who takes no farther notice of your Ner- 
England Friend's Account, than that, as 
Dr. Brady obſerves (notwithſtanding the Paſ-

Ililliams,aCorreſpondent with Dr. Jurin, 

the learned Secretary of the Royal Society, be- 
gan this Practice very early at Hawerfordweſt 
in Sour h-Males: And that on two of his 
Sons, who both came off very ſafe and eaſy. 
Peing known to be a very good, as well as very 
| learned 
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learned Phyſician, that he might the better ſa- 
tisfy his own Mind about the common Ob- 
jection, that the inoculated Patient would 
certainly relapſe, and be liable to a new 
Infection. He made his Sons attend him, 
when he viſited Perſons, tho' infected with 
the Malignant Sort, and causd them to 
handle the Patients very freely ; but neither 
of them have ſuſtain d any Harm. From 
the ſame ingenious and ſagacious Perſon, Dr. 
| urin printed an Account, That in South- 
| ales, particularly in the Places adjacent to 
| M Hord-Haven, it has been a common Pra- 
ctice time out of mind, to buy the Small 
Pox of one another. 'There is alſo an At- 
teſtation of Mr. J/right, a good Surgeon 
of Haverfordzweſt, to the ſame Purpoſe ; 
that they took Matter from ſome of the 
| Puſtules juſt ripe, and did rub it into the 
Arms, or other parts of the Skin, and com- 
municated the Diſtemper that way, without 
any Inciſion or Chirurgical Aſſiſtance, and 


that they ſeldom heard of any one that dy d, 
or that any one had the Diſeaſe again. Of 
k this Dr. Jurin gives a fuller Account in his 

Letter to Dr. Coteſworth ; in which are al- 


ſo ſeveral other very remarkable Diſcove- 
ries due to his great Sagacity, judicious In- 
quiries, and vaſt Correſpondence through 
many Parts of England; who, by the Bills 
of Mortality, and by other laborious and 
ingenious Examens, proves, that of the S_ 
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Grandchildren, one laſt Summer, and another 
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Pox, in the Natural way, about one in five or 
fix dye; and that it could not be prov d fair- 
ly, that, of the Inoculated Perſons, one out 
of fifty dy d; tho this Operation was per- 
form'd ſometimes very unskilfully and irregu- 
larly, which daily Experience corrects, and 
muſt needs make more ſafe, beneficial and ſuc- 
ceſsful, and leſs liable to Clamours, and falſe 
Reports. Sir Hans Sloan, Preſident of the 
College of Phyſicians, and Phyſician to CHriſts- 
Hoſpital, had two Treatiſes dedicated to him, 
one by Mr. Maſſey the Apothecary of Chrifts-

Surgeon, who brought its uſe into England.

But to get over the Objection that the 
Unexperienc'd were at firſt apt to make, 
that Perſons might relapſe after this Way 
of procuring the Small-Pox, they made this 
Experiment, Dr. Hugo and Dr. Molſen pre- 
fent, both Court Phyſicians, and learned 
Men: They Inoeulated at the fame Time 
two Children, one a Boy of three Years, 
who never had had the Small-Pox, the other 
a Girl of ten Years, who had the Diſeaſe 
one Year before, the natural Way, but it 
was very mild, and in no great Numbers, 
The Inciſions made upon the Boy's Skin ſoon 
grew red, inflamed, and did evacuate much 
Corruption ; the Puſtules in his Body were 
not very numerous, the ſaid Child continued 
eaſy, not ſick during the whole Courſe : 
As to the Girl, her Wounds, made with 
the Knife, were only a little red, and gave 
no matter at all, but the Sores dried up 
the 4th Day, and not any Pimples or IIl- 
neſs of any Sort did attend or ſucceed this. 
Inoculation of the Girl; and ſhe continu'd 
to look after the Boy the whole Courſe 
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of his Diſeaſe. I take this to be a very 
fair and convincing Experiment. No doubt but 
there may be many others of this kind obſerved 
amongſt us at Home; but kind good Na- 
ture will take pleafure in er. of any 
good propagated to our Fellow- Creatures, 
tho at a Diſtance, and in Foreign Coun- 
tries. ; 
We haye an Account of the wonderful 
good Succeſs the Hoculation has had in 
New-England, where a malignant Small- 
Pox had been very fatal, and had deſtroy'd 
Thouſands. That with much difficulty the 
Practice of Inoculation was at firſt introdue d 
there, but ſoon attended with ſuch prodi- 
ious Succeſs, that, out of near Three Hun- 
dred Perſons Inoculated, only Five or Six died, 
which alſo ſcemd to be due to ſome ill 
Management, This Account comes from the 
Reverend Mr. Mather, a learned Divine at 
Boſton, who ſuffer d a great Perſecution, not 
—_ a 2 hazard of his Life, 
who firſt cauſed and incouraged this Operation; 
for which good Office he has certainly de- 
ferv'd the Thanks and Applauſe of all his Ac- 
quaintance, which probably has been conferr d 
upon him, ſince ir was ſo evident that this 
new Method ſaved ſo many Lives, and put a 
full ſtop to this malignant mortal Diſtemper.

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It is above Ten Vears ſince you have, in the 
Tranſactions of the Royal Society, an Ac- 
count given by one Timonius, a moſt learne 
Phyſician, of the Uſe of Inoculation at Con- 
ftautinople. But fince that, in 1717, the En. 
gliſb Ambaſſadors Lady, being fully convinc d 
of the Safety of the Operation, order d it to 
be done to her only Son of about Six Vears 


Old, which proved very gentle, with little or 


no Fever; he had about a Hundred Puſtules 
all over his - Upon her return to En- 
land, ſhe had her Daughter, a Child of a- 
ut Four or Five Years Old, Inoculated. The 
Puſtules were very diſtin& and very few, and 
the young Lady recover d with very little 
Trouble thro' the whole Courſe.

Dr. Calany, a very eminent Divine, Au- 
thor of many learned Treatiſes which he has 
made publick, had two of his Children inocu- 
lated this laſt Month of March, tho' the 
Weather was very cold, yet both of 'em did 
very well. 

You have here the Judgment of two eminent 
Divines by their Example, being Perſons of 
great Reputation for Wiſdom, Learning, and 


uncommon Vertues, that there is nothing un- 


lawful, preſumptuous, or tempting of Pro- 
vidence, much leſs of a ſatanical Suggeſtion or 
Invention included in this Practice of Phyſick ; 
but rather Matter of Thanks to a benign 
Providence, that has produc'd and communi- 
cated this very uſeful Medicinal Practice to the 
World. . 
I conclude, wiſhing we may get over one 
Circumſtance of making it ſo very neceſſary 
to chuſe only three or four Months in the 
Year for this Operation; becauſe ſeyeral Per- 
ſons of great Quality have been ſeized and dy'd 
of the Natural Small-Pox, ſome only a Week 
before the Inoculation wasreſolv'd to be made; 
ſometimes the. Weather was too hat, ſome- 
times too cold. As to the Winter, let that be 
no Objection; for Perſons of Eſtates can 
1 bring 
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bring the Room to any degree of Warmth 
they pleaſe, by an artificial Heat. | 
Sir Hans Sloans and Dr. Calamy's Chil- 
dren, above-mention d, have done very well, 
even during very cold Weather this laſt 


Year, and doubtleſs many others have ſped as 


well. What Progreſs is made by vertue of 


this ſalutary Operation, we may ſoon expect 
from the learned Pen of Dr. Jurin. 
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
